Reyes within an hour of his release 
was dead

the city, hacked by almost as many 
soldiers as the president can control. 
Madero after a series of four battles 
at the p a la c e gates is holding the rest 
of the city.

Duties of Simple 
Justice of the Peace In His 
Official Mansion. 


N o more violent contrast 1s to be 
found the world over than that exist­ 
ing between the various duties of the 
lord mayor of London. 
Theoretically, 
at least, the king of Great Britain and 
Ireland and emperor of India cannot 
enter the city of London without his 
consent; vet he spends tho best part 
of his mornings dispensing Solonton- 
like justice upon drunks who have 
broken tho peace of the square mile 
of territory over which he rules, 
, 
Of course, the mayor of an A m eri­ 
can city is its chief magistrate, but he 
seldom if ever is called upon to waste 
his valuable tim e over such humble 
duties. 
In London, the greatest city 
In the world, the lord mayor, unless 
called away on other duties, is to be 
found every morning after 11 o’clock 
in the little justice room of the great 
Mansion House, his official residence, 
dealing with the astonishingly sm all 
batch of lawbreakers 
taken In the 
net of the great police system that 
makes the city of lxmdon proper the 
safest and most lawabiding stretch of 
territory to he found in any large city 
in \he world. 
The city is only a square m ile In 
extent, the greater part of it being oc­ 
cupied by the great business houses 
that control the finances of tho world. 
There is located the famous Bank of 
England, for instance, behind whose 
eight foot walls repose at all tim es a 
reserve fund of $100,000.000 in gold. 
Twenty-eight soldiers guard the treas­ 
ure from within, but from without it Is 
even better looked utter. 
Scattered 
about the square mile of London, as 
thb k us flies about a honey pot, are 
1,800 
bluecoated 
policemen. 
A lter

or nine o’clock at 
night 
the 
silence of the stro

hat part of 
Greater London is seldom broken ex­ 
cept by the slow tread of the guard­ 
ians of the law. 
Foolhardy 
would be the burglar who attempted 
to ply his trade in this well guarded 
area. 
It is not strange, then, that crim in­ 
als give the city a wide berth and the 
m ajority of those who And themselves 
in the dock facing the lord m ayor of 
London are men and women who have 
drunk ’ net wisely but too w ell.” 
Tin- 
present lord mayor is a teetotaler, but 
he Is possessed of a delightful broad- 
mindness that views with sorrow rath­ 
er than anger and severity the w eak­ 
nesses of others. 
The city of Lo n ­ 
don drunks never had a more lenient 
magistrate to p r,s 
judgment 
upon 
them, and dismissals with a kindly 
word of reproof and encouragement to 
better deeds far outnumber the fines. 
The lord mayor ol London receives 
as much its the president of the I ’nit- 
ed States. 
His yearly pay envelope is 
twice as bulky as that of the prime 
m inister of Great Britain. 
”! hose w ho 
have a leajning toward mathematics 
can figure out that he is flu 
paid m agistrate in the world, 
one takes into consideration the pro­ 
portion of his waking day that is spent 
on the bench. 
It must not he thought, 
however, that he has nothing else to 
do, although It is perfectly clear that 
his duties, taken as a whole, are large­ 
ly ornamental.
